Veniflelos, ex-premier of Greece, has 
issued a manifesto addressed in the 
name of the liberal party to the peo- 
ple of 
his 
country advising 
ab- 


sentation from voting in the forth- 
coming general elections 
The man- 


ifesto was issued November 21, but 
its transmission by telegraph 
was 


prevented by the Greek government 
and it reached Paris today by mail. 


The manifesto calls attention to 


the fact that the international crjsis 
was brought about solely 
by 
the 


wresting of power from those to 
whom the people had confided it at 
the last election. 


s "Day by day," sajs M Memzelos, 
"the constitution is deformed into 
a simple scrap of paper and we find 
ourselves at present in a deviation 
from our policies -amounting to sup- 
pression 
of the 
constitutional re- 


gime." 


After calling attention to what he 


terms the difficulties that make fair 
elections impossible, M. Venizelos de- 
clares that the government is secret- 
ly arranging to have home-on-leave 
mobilized men which it can count 
upon to vote for government candi- 
dates, while all the adversaries of 
the government are being refused 
leaves of absence. 


"The duty of the liberal party," 


says the ex-premier, is not to par- 
ticipate in political 
comedy whose 


object is to prevent a manifestation 
of the national will, and to give an 
appearance which would be 
false 


that the elections were an approval 
by the people of the non-execution 
of the treaty of alliance, thanks to 
which Greece 
has 
extended 
her 


frontiers as far as Nestos." 


"The liberal party has no intention 


to abandon the struggle and it would 
be a mistake to thus interpret its 
decision," says M.'Venizelos who adds 
"that the parties object now is to 
prevent internecine strife 
and 
to 


leave the questions at issue to be 
settled after the exterior crisis has 
passed, if the Gisaster now being 
prepared by the government do not 
take on such proportions that the 
faith m a future Hellenism be not 
entirely shaken." 


Ex-premier Venizelos points out 


what he calls the entire absence of 
necessity or excuse for an appeal to 
the people for the second time in a 
few months amid the confusion of 
war. 
He declares the chamber of 


deputies overturned the Greek cab- 
inet not for the mere pleasure of 
exercising its opposition and that it 
would have accepted the new cab- 
inet with the sole exclusion of the 
minister who had insulted the cham- 
ber and says: 
"hi spite of the affront intention- 


ally inflicted upon the national rep- 
resentation by the promotion of that

newspapers and public either at Ath- 
ens or in London is not given 


Premier Skouloudis again confer- 


red yesterday with King Constantine, 
who afterwards received the French 
minister to Greece 
discussing 
the 


situation at some length. 


Since most of the questions pend- 


ing, says Reuters' correspondent at 
Athens are of military nature, the 
impression is general that their solu- 
tion depends upon the decisions of 
the war council at iParis.

council in 'Paris, on Saturday,

gether with the text of Italy's adhe- 
sion to the pact of London, agreeing 
not to conclude a separate 
peace, 


and the arrhal m Paris of General 
Porro, second in command of the

Be No Peace Until A/sace and 


Lorraine Are Re-established

Paris, Dec. 6.—France will not 


make peace until Alsace and Lor- 
raine are won, Belgium and Serbia 
restored, and 'German 
imperialism 


and Russian militarism are put be- 
yond the possibility of resurrection" 
Albert Thomas, under secretary of 
war said yesterday. 
The declara- 


tion of M. Thomas is attracting wide- 
spread attention as it is one of the 
first statements from a responsible 
cabinet official concerning the atti- 
tude of the government in regard to 
peace. 
The statements of M. Thomas 


were made in an address to a large 
crowd assembled last 
evening 
in 


memory of the dead of the war of 
1870. 
M. Thomas said: 
"There will be no peace until our 


Alsace and Lorraine are definitely 
re-established as part of the French 
unity. 
"There will be no peace until our 


unfortunate 
brothers of Belgium 


and Serbia are assured of regaining 
their homes in complete security and 
independence. 
"There will be DO peace until G«r- 


mili- 


tarism are put beyond the possibility 
of resurrection. 
"There will be *no peace until a 


system of right founded upon the 
victorious union of the Allies, and 
supported by the free adherence of 
neutrals, has abolished fore\er the 
violence of war. 
"Whatever may be the sacrifices 


France, united, will go steadily for- 
ward to accomplish this end. Today, 
before'the terrible obstacle 
which 


confronts them, justice and liberty 
have only one road—that which our 


I nation opens to them, with the ma- 
I chine gun and cannon."

Washington, Dec. 6 —Congress 


reassembled at noon today tor what 
promises to be the most important 
and histoiic session of a generation. 


Proceedings in both house and sen- 


ate were brief, being confined entire- 
ly to organization and formal intro- 
duction of some bills and resolutions 
In accordance with custom both soon 
adjourned and sent a committee to 
formally notify Prsident Wilson that 
congress was in session. 


To morrow the real work of 
the 


session begins when President Wilson 
delivers his annual address to a joint 
session assembled in the hall of the 
house. 
Speaker 
Clark 
was 
re- 


elected and sworn in 
amid cheers 


from the floor and galleries. 
In the 


senate, the organization was perfect- 
ed by the election of Senator Clark 
of Aikansas as president pro tempore. 


\ ice President Marshall was not 


in the chair for the opening. 


In his opening address 
to 
the 


house, the speaker paid tribute to 
Republican Leader Maun, and 
pre- 


dicted a practically continuous ses- 
sion hereafter. 


The senate floor and galleries pre- 


sented the usual scene. 
Jas. H. Baker, the secretary, called 


the session to order ana the chaplain 
prayed for divine guidance tor the 
preservation of peace at home and 
its restoration abroad. 


Thirty-two newly elected senators 


then were sworn in 


Resolutions reflecting the 
\iews 


of those opposed to the national de- 
fense program and proposing inves- 
tigations of organizations which fav- 
or military preparedness were 
not 


lacking. 
In the lost were 
resolu- 


tions to investigate the navy league, 
the national security leagues and the 
American defense society. 


After swearing in the new mem- 


bers, the senate recessed until 2.30 
o'clock. 
In the house meanwhile, bills and 


resolutions were pouring into 
the 


hopper at the clerks desk 
National 


defense measures predominated and 
there were many proposals for var- 
ious investigations. 
There 
were 


many bills for rural credits, 
river 
ard harbor improvements, extension 
of the rural mail 
service and 
a 


large number of the so-called private 
bills. 
Many will get 
no 
further 


than the stage of introduction. 


The business of introducing bills 


did not deter some of the returning 
old timers from holding receptions. 
Former Speaker Cannon, representa- 
tives Hill, Longworth, and McKinley 
and others, as well the leaders of 
both parties, were center of groups 
of the latest arrivals. 
Seven contests of elections were 


filed with the house when congress 
convened. 


Aaron P. Prioleau, a negro, who 


for 16 years has been contesting all 
elections to congress from the Char- 
leston, S. C., district today 
again 


filed contest against seating Richard

The day began with 


overcast skies and sharp, cold winds, 
but this did not dampen the en- 
thusiasm of the crowds. 
Hundreds 


began gathering 
at

historic 


building early and long before noon, 
the hour set for the fall of the 
gavels in the 
house 
and 
senate 


signalizing the opening of congress, 
the galleries had filled to overflow- 
ing. 


Outside were hundreds waiting in 


the hope of getting much coveted 
seats. 


Many of them were doomed to 


disappointment however, 
as those 


who had not already obtained tickets 
stood little chance of being admitted. 
Seats had been 
reserved 
for 
the 


president's official family, the diplo- 
matic corps and members of families 
and their friends.

Shanghai Arsenal Attacked 


by Rebels, Who Compel Loyal 


Crew to Fire Upon Warships

Shanghai, Dec. 6.—Three out- 


breaks by small bands of rebels with- 
in the last 24 hours have* been put 
down by the authorities who now ap- 
parently have the situation well in 
hand. The cruiser Chao-Ho, seized 
yesterday by forty men who boarded 
her from a launch was abandoned 
by the rebels early today after she 
had been shelled and set on fire. It 
was reported at first that the crew 
of the Chao-Ho had mutinied, but it 
developed today that the bombard- 
ment by the cruiser of other war- 
ships and the arsenal was carried on 
under compulsion from 
the 
rebels 


who surprised and overpowered the 
crew. 
Three men on the 
cruiser 


were killed and five wounded. 


An attack from land on the arsenal 


at midnight was repulsed 
quickly 


after some rifle firing. 


The third 
outbreak 
occurred at 


four o'clock this morning 
A party 


of 30 or 40 
rebels 
attacked 
the 


Ohapeei sub-police station throwing 
bombs which killed one 
policeman 


and injured threo. The outlaws were 
dispersed by troops. 
Although a 


number ot *hots Ml in jibe foreign 


settlement no damage of importance 
was done there.

Shanghai, Dec. 6.—The crew ot 
the Chinese cruiser Chao-Ho aban- 
doned the vessel early today, after It 
had been bombarded and set on fire, 


A band ot rebels attacked the ar- 


senal at midnight but was repulsed. 


The authorities now appear to 


have complete command of the sit- 
uation. 
Three of the crew were killed and 


five were wounded. 


After the engagement last evening 


between the Chao-Ho and the loyml 
crews of the cruiser Hai-Chi and t»« 
gunboat, Tung Chink-Chlng 
tfcelra 


was no further firing by the war- 
ships until shortly before dawn. At 
that time the cruiser Ying-Swel «j^- 
ened fire on the Chao-Ho. A tut 
struck the Chao-Ho abaft the bridf* 


Fire broke out on the Chao-Hh. 


The rebels embarked on the lanath 
which put out to the cruiser from tb* 
foreign settlement yesterday before 
the fight began.

wherein each joins hands with 


mou intent and by organized effort 
makes of us better men for having 
boon Elks. A fidelity that is gauged 
not only by our loyalty to our broth- 
ers. 
It has been one of the high 


purposes of this order to teach us 
to remember death and our departed 
brothers, in remembering our dead 
we are more apt to be mindful of the 
obligations that we owe to the liv- 
ing. 
Many of you here today have 


a heartache for which there is no 
earthly remedy. 
A father, son or

Storing Seed Corn. 


"Seed 
corn, 
to germinate well 


next spring, should receive careful 
attention regarding its storing dur- 
ing the winter months," says W. E. 
Hanger, field corn specialist, Ohio 
State University. "It must have free 
circulation 
of 
air 
at 
ordinary 


temperatures 
to 
allow excessive 


moisture to evaporate and to pre- 
vent any fungous growth or chemical 
changes in the kernel," he states. 


Mr. Hanger recommends hanging 


rows of ten ears each tied together 
with strings from the rafters of a 
well ventilated 
building or shed. 


Other methods used are: placing the 
ears on wire hammocks suspended in 
well ventilated places, and stored 
in racks in the attic. 
Seed corn 


should be selected as early as pos- 
sible and never allowed to be stored 
with the crib corn. A little attention 
to the seed now may save a poor 
stand, because of low viability at 
planting time.

from Consul Mason at Tunis, giving 
the substance of an affidavit made by 
Giuseppe Torriso, an 
Ancona sur- 


vivor, to the effect that the Ancona 
\\as attacked simultaneously by two 
submarines, one on each side, the one 
on the poit side shelling her. 


Consul Mason's message follows- 
"Giuseppe Toirisso states he heard 


a shot while in the 
dining room, 


went on deck and saw the periscope 
of a- submarine to the right of 
the 


Ancona. He then heard a shot on 
the other side of the Ancona, crossed 
the deck and saw a large grey sub- 
marine with two cannon on deck; did 
not notice flag. 
"Torrisso was injured and ren- 


dered insensible by a lif> boat he 
•was in falling. I 
have personally 


seen four persons who were wounded 
by the submarine's shells. The ser- 
iously wounded were left aboard the 
Ancona."

TEMPTS FIRE GOD. 


Don't Let 
Window Dresser Monkey 


With Wires—Get an Electrician 


—Flash May Cause Panic, 


Bargains in the Wants tonight. 


(B. B. Buckley, State Fire Marshal.) 


The mixing of inflammables and 


flames in the 
store 
window is a 


temptation to the Christmas buyer 
and to the fire god as well. 


So great is the fire loss from the 


holiday dressing of show windows 
that an annual warning to merchants 
is justified. There is danger of loss 
of life, too, from panic in a crowd 
of present purchasers. 


Farm Products and Snow. 


Leaves, wheat and cornstalks, ev- 


en evergreens, 
soon 
become dry 


enough to be inflammable 
in 
the 


temperature of an enclosed show 
window. Straw and 
fancy 
papers 


used for decorative purposes, notably 
the Christmas bell, are easily ignited. 
More dangerous than all, except cel- 
luloid ornaments, is cotton batting, 
although it looks as pure as the beau- 
tiful snow, it is used to represent. 


Cotton is often spread over a con- 


siderable surface in making a win- 
dow scene, 
and if it be ignited 
a 


flash covers it. 
Then it burns •with 


great heat, for each fiber is a tube 
full of oxygen to support combus- 
tion. 


Electric Light Bulbs. 


Electric light 
bulbs are, to be 


sure the best of all lights for show 
windows, but one of them may be- 
come hot enough to fire the pretty 
papers, fancy goods or any one of 
the hundred pretty things made from 
celluloid. A merchant noticing the 
slightest char on any material from 
a -light bulb should take fright. 
If 


a puff of air strikes where a bulb is 
charring any fabric a blaze is pro- 
duced. 
A paper petticoat on an in- 


candescent lamp is particularly dan- 
gerous. 


Throw It Away. 


If a bulb of an electric light shows 


the slightest brown color it should 
be displaced by a new one for two 
reasons, both good. 
An old 
bulb 


gets much hotter than a new one and 
it costs more for currents than it is 
worth. 
Mechanical defects are so likely to 


make the lamp 
sockets 
hot that 


goods should never be placed against 
them. 
For the same reason flexible 


lamp oords should 
not be used in 


. windows. 
! 
An electrician, not the 
window- 
1 dresser, should be responsible for any 
j readjustment of electric lights any- 
' where. 
The dust-proof show -window usu- 


ally is a hothouse which prepares ar- 
ticles of all sorts for easy ignition. 


It takes but little ingenuity to ven- 
tilate it without admitting dust. 


Caution With Gas Light*. 


Gas lights in a show window must 


be protected by a globe, chimney or 
screen to keep thin materials 
from 


blowing into them. 
Muslin, paper 


and celluloid will take fire if placed 
a foot and a half above the 
gas 


mantel. 


A swinging gas bracket is danger- 


ous in a window even with a pair of 
baseball 
masks 
around 
it. 
The 


swinging bracket should be shunned 
and Autlawed everywhere except in 
the scrap pile. 


Department Stores. 


Department stores have more fires 


from show window lights than from 
any other single cause and 
next 


comes spontaneous 
combustion 
in 


rubbisA. 
These 
two 
causes 
are 


chargeable with half the number. 


This is a good date for a fire drill 


in any large store. The dangers are 
exceptional now and the extra clerks 
need the instruction. The floor walk- 
er should put out the smoker or the 
smoker should put out his cigar.

So far as has been learned there 
were no casualties at 
the 
arsenal. 


The three men who were killed and 
the five wounded were shot down on 
the Chao-Ho. A visit to the arsenal 
early this morning showed that the 
situation was normal. 
The Chinese 


authorities have handled the out- 
break with the greatest coolness. 


Circumstances 
disclosed 
today, 


show that the crew of the Chao-Ho 
did not mutiny as was at first re- 
ported, but was overpowered by the 
rebels who went in a launch yester- 
day from the foreign settlement to 
the cruiser. 
The launch drew up 


alongside the Chao-Ho flying the ad- 
miral's flag. 
Admiral Sa Cheng- 


Ping vras on board. There was about 
45 men in the launch. 
They board- 


ed the cruiser, each carrying a re- 
volver and a bomb, 
concealed

handkerchiefs. 
The 
rebels 


whipped off the handkerchiefs con- 
cealing their weapons and covered 
the 
crow 
with 
their 
revolvers, 


threatening death unless their or- 
ders we^-e obeved instantly. 


They compelled the crew to open 


fire on the arsenals and the other 
warships. 
The rebels were unable 


to make use of the heavier guns as 
an officer of the Chao-Ho threw ov- 
e"board the keys to the magazins 
containing the six-inch and four-inch 
shells.
